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Series  of  Two  Lectures 
By  Rabbi  Steinberg 

"Designs  in  Saintliness" 

To  Be  Topic  On  Dec.  10th 


On  the  Friday  evenings  of  December 
10th  and  17th,  Rabbi  Steinberg  will  dis¬ 
cuss  saints  and  saintliness.  In  the  lirst 
of  these  two  lectures,  Designs  in  Saint- 
liness  he  w  ill  analyze  the  various  types 
of  sainthood.  Oriental.  Catholic,  Protes¬ 
tant  and  Jewish,  tracing  the  resemblances 
and  differences  among  them.  Among  the 
patterns  to  be  described  will  be  the  saint¬ 
liness  of  piety,  of  mystical  absorption, 
of  the  selfless  love  and  service  of  man¬ 
kind. 

Evaluation  of  Saintliness 

The  second  of  the  series,  captioned 
What  Good  is  the  Saint,  raises  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  the  worth  of  the  saint,  including 
the  saint  who  remains  a  lamed  vavnick, 
that  is,  obscure  and  unrecognized. 

Since  the  saint  is  a  fascinating  object 
of  study  in  himself  and  also  the  climactic 
flowering  of  religion,  Rabbi  Steinberg’s 
discussion  in  this  pair  of  sermons  should 
be  of  keen  interest  to  all  persons  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  workings  of  human  psy¬ 
chology  and  also  in  essential  religion, 
which  would  seem  to  include  everyone 
religiously  and  intellectually  curious.

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Civil  Liberties  To  Be 
Subject  At  Symposium, 
Friday  Eve.,  Dec.  3rd 

I  he  first  Friday  evening  symposium, 
to  be  inaugurated  by  the  Adult  Educa¬ 
tion  Committee,  will  take  place  following 
a  brief  service,  on  December  3rd.  Mr. 
Victor  Herwitz  and  Mr.  Philip  W. 
Iiaberman,  Jr.  will  discuss  Are  Gur 
Civil  Liberties  in  Jeopardy”? 

Both  speakers  are  eminently  qualified 
as  experts  in  the  field  of  legislative  in¬ 
vestigations.  The  careers  in  public  life 
of  both  men  include  association  on  the 
Seabury  Investigation  Committee.  Mr. 
Herwitz  later  became  Assistant  District 
Attorney,  for  six  years,  working  with 
Governor  Dewey.  In  this  capacity,  he 
prosecuted  many  important  cases.  Most 
recently  he  conducted  the  State  inquiry 
into  the  operations  of  the  Department  of 
Welfare  of  the  City  of  New  York.  This 
investigation,  which  created  much  public 
interest,  resulted  in  a  major  shake-up  of 
this  vital  agency.  He  is  probably  known 
best  to  the  Congregation  as  President  of 
the  Men’s  Club. 

Rapp-Coudert  Committee  Member 

Mr.  Haberman,  following  his  associa¬ 
tion  with  Judge  Seabury,  was  counsel  to 
Rapp-Coudert  Committee.  This  legisla¬ 
tive  was  concerned  with  the  problem  of 
Communists  in  the  New  York  public 
colleges.  Mr.  Haberman  wTas  instru¬ 
mental  in  the  dismissal  of  several  pro¬ 
fessors  from  their  faculty  posts  because 
of  Communist  affiliation. 

Mr.  Haberman,  now  a  member  of  an 
important  law  firm  in  this  city,  has  a 
strategic  position  which  undoubtedly  af¬ 
forded  him  a  wealth  of  data  of  vital  sig¬ 
nificance  to  the  topic  which  he  will 
discuss. 

Since  each  speaker  may  be  expected  to 
present  many  controversial  points,  a 
stimulating  presentation  is  anticipated. 
As  a  departure  from  the  usual  procedure, 
the  symposium  will  take  place  in  the 
Vestry,  thereby  enabling  all  present  to 
participate  in  the  discussion  period, 
which  will  be  accompanied  by  an  O/ieg 
S huh  bat.

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From  The  Desk  of 
Rabbi  Kertzer 

RECENTLY,  several  congregants  have 
consulted  with  me  regarding  the 
problem  of  selecting  a  college  or  uni¬ 
versity  for  their  sons  and  daughters  who 
are  in  their  junior  or  senior  year  in  high 
school.  I  have  welcomed  these  confer¬ 
ences  because  it  is  my  feeling  that  all 
too  little  guidance  has  been  offered  to 
parents  of  college  candidates  in  making 
a  judicious  choice  towards  their  chil¬ 
dren’s  higher  education. 

What  I  am  setting  forth  in  this  column 
is  largely  a  ventilation  of  my  own  views 
and  prejudices  based  on  my  college 
teaching  experiences  and  consultations 
with  young  people.  Here  are  a  few  con¬ 
crete  suggestions: 

It  is  wise  for  a  student  to  project  him¬ 
self  four  years  into  the  future  and  ask 
himself  “Will  my  college  training  have 
provided  the  opportunity  for 

a.  entrance  into  a  professional  school 
of  standing  to  continue  my  career; 
b.  an  adequate  cultural  background 
born  out  of  the  stimulation  of  fine 
teachers  with  whom  I  have  had 
personal  contact? 

Will  my  Jewish  association  have  been 
enriched  so  that  I  can  participate  intelli¬ 
gently  in  the  larger  life  of  the  Jewish 
community  of  which  I  am  an  important 
part  ? 

From  these  considerations  it  would 
seem  that  the  ideal  college  to  select,  if 
there  is  complete  freedom  of  choice,  is 
a  medium  sized  one,  that  is,  from  1000 
to  2500  students.  There  is  nothing  more 
abhorent  to  me  than  the  sight  of  acres 


of  students  seen  in  a  recent  issue  of  Life 
magazine,  all  listening  to  the  same  pro¬ 
fessor  teaching  Chemistry  I.  One  might 
just  as  well  stay  at  home  and  listen  to 
the  course  by  radio.  The  smaller  colleges 
offer  the  opportunity  of  knowing  one’s 
teachers  intimately,  visiting  their  homes, 
and  being  kindled  by  their  enthusiasm. 
I  should  like  to  make  two  concrete  pro¬ 
posals  to  parents  of  high  school  students 
in  our  congregation: 

1.  At  our  annual  college  night  Shab- 
bat  on  Friday  evening  December  24  we 
will  have  as  our  guests  many  students 
from  various  campuses.  We  shall  try  to 
arrange  for  them  to  wear  identification 
tags  so  that  parents  and  high  school  stu¬ 
dents  may  ask  them  for  information  re¬ 
garding  their  schools.  In  this  way  we 
may  learn  from  our  collective  experi¬ 
ence  as  a  congregational  community. 

2.  I  shall  be  happy  to  communicate 
with  any  of  the  Hillel  directors  in  the 
168  colleges  and  universities  throughout 
the  country  for  any  parent  who  desires 
information  about  a  particular  school. 

I  feel  that  the  Synagogue  may  perform 
a  vital  service  for  scores  of  parents  con¬ 
fronted  with  the  perplexing  problem 
“Where  shall  my  child  seek  his  college 
training”?

A  news  story  from  Israel  that  the 
streets  and  boulevards  of  the  new  State 
have  been  renamed  in  honor  of  poets, 
statesmen,  philosophers  and  other  lead¬ 
ers  in  our  history  strikes  a  pleasant  note 
in  these  weary  times.  During  my  five 
months  stay  in  Dijon,  France,  in  con¬ 
nection  with  my  service  overseas,  I  was 
intrigued  by  such  names  as  Beethoven 
Boulevard  and  Avenue  of  Voltaire  and 
even  more  impressive  were  the  signs 
designating  streets  named  after  insignifi¬ 
cant  musical  composers  and  painters. 
Even  those  who  never  achieved  the  im¬ 
mortality  of  the  great  are  enshrined  in 
street  names  throughout  France.  It  is  a 
far  cry  from  our  American  custom  of 
naming  our  streets  after  sheriffs,  County 
House  clerks  and  real  estate  operators. 

Our  children  would  derive  much 
healthy  inspiration  if  we  changed  Am¬ 
sterdam  Avenue  to  Emerson  or  Walt 
Whitman,  First  Avenue  to  Mozart  or 
Schubert,  and  perhaps  following  in  the 
tradition  of  Dijon  itself  rename  East 
87th  Street  as  East  Synagogue  Street.

Interview  Arthur  Lourie, 
Israeli  Consul  General 

This  is  the  first  in,  what  the  staff  of 
the  Bulletin,  hopes  will  be,  a  series  of 
features  on  topics  of  general  interest  to 
the  Jewish  community.  It  is  intended  to 
make  these  articles  informative  and  in¬ 
teresting,  and  to  cover  a  wide  range  of 
subjects. 

In  this  respect  the  Bulletin  would 
like  to  know  what  kind  of  material  its 
readers  are  interested  in  seeing  in  this 
column. 

Drop  us  a  line  and  let  us  know. 

On  the  upper  floor  of  a  three  story 
building  on  66th  Street  just  off  Fifth 
Avenue  is  the  office  of  Israel  s  top  local 
representative.  Arthur  Lourie's  work  as 
head  of  the  Israeli  Consulate  in  New 
York  keeps  him  constantly  on  the  move. 
Added  to  the  normal  activities  of  any 
consul  general,  Mr.  Lourie  also  has  the 
unofficial  task  of  handling  Israel's  line 
of  communication  to  the  largest  Jewish 
community  in  the  world,  namely  New 
Y  ork  City. 

Despite  the  daily  problems  that  must 
beset  him,  (he’s  also  a  member  of  the 
Israeli  delegation  to  the  UN)  Mr.  Lourie 
seems  to  bear  up  well  under  them  as  his 
calm,  alert  manner  indicates  to  anyone 
in  his  presence;  this  impression  is  fur¬ 
thered  by  his  Oxfordian  speech. 

Mr.  Lourie  received  his  law  degree 
from  Cambridge  University,  where  he 
was  president  of  the  school’s  Zionist  or¬ 
ganization.  Later,  when  he  returned  to 
his  native  South  Africa  to  practice  law, 
Mr.  Lourie  held  a  similar  post  in  Johan¬ 
nesburg. 

Zionism  in  South  Africa 

In  reminiscing  about  South  Africa  the 
Consul  General  remarked  that  its  Jew¬ 
ish  community  is  probably  one  of  the 
most  active  elements  in  Zionism  in  the 
world  today  considering  its  size,  about 
120,000.  A  number  of  men  prominent  in 
the  affairs  of  Israel  s  new  government 
came  from  there.  Also,  many  members 
of  the  Israeli  Air  Force  are  seasoned 
campaigners  who  served  with  the  Royal 
South  African  Air  Force  in  the  (last  war. 

In  view  of  his  active  Zionist  back¬ 
ground,  it  was  no  surprise  that  Mr. 
Lourie  left  South  Africa  for  Palestine  in 
1933  in  order  to  make  a  more  direct, 
contribution  to  the  cause  of  Zionism. 
His  present  assignment  in  New  York  is 
probably  the  highpoint,  to  date,  of  his 
service  to  Israel. 


P.A.  Book  Fair 

Successful  Event 

The  first  large  undertaking  of  the 
Parents’  Association,  the  three-day  Book 
Fair,  ended  with  an  Open  Meeting  of  the 
Association  on  Wednesday  evening,  No¬ 
vember  17th.  While  exact  totals  and 
statistics  are  not  available  in  time  for 
publication,  hundreds  of  books  were  sold 
in  orders  totaling  about  $650.

"dealer’s  profit”  stays  with  the  Library 
Committee  which  is  attempting  to  equip 
and  run  a  well-stocked  library  .

Some  of  the  work  now  supervised  by 
Mr.  Lourie  includes  furnishing  all  types 
of  information  on  Israel,  fostering  trade 
between  Israel  and  the  United  States  and 
issuing  visas  to  those  planning  to  visit 
Israel.  At  present  this  department  isn't 
too  active,  but  when  peace  is  established, 
Mr.  Lourie  expects  quite  an  increase  in 
travel  to  the  new  state.  He  feels  that 
many  Americans  will  want  to  see  first¬ 
hand  how  the  Israelis  are  making  a  thriv¬ 
ing  land  out  of  the  Palestinian  deserts. 
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
